— Physician  to  the  London  Hospital, 
1844—- — Graduated  at  Trinity  College  Dublin,  and  Oxford,  1845 - No  medical  exami¬ 
nation  at  Oxford  on  taking  a  medical  degree,  1847,  *848 - As  a  school  of  medicine, 

Dublin  is  equal  to  Edinburgh,  or  elsewhere,  1854 - The  curriculum  of  study  required 

at  Dublin  is  efficient,  1855 - The  obligation  to  attend  Oxford  or  Cambridge,  after  gra¬ 
duating  at  Dublin,  of  no  use  whatever,  1855 - Witness  has  visited  foreign  schools  of 

medicine,  and  does  not  consider  the  general  education  of  foreign  physicians  inferior  to 
that  of  the  English  profession,  1859 - Letter  addressed  by  witness  to  each  of  the  Fel¬ 

lows  of  the  College  of  Physicians  resident  in  London,  who  attend  the  comitia,  relative 
to  reforms,  which  witness  deemed  expedient  to  propose  in  the  government  of  the  college, 
1870. 

Points  in  conducting  the  business  of  the  college  to  which  witness  objects,  1878

Board  should  be  in  London,  a  national  head  of  the  profession  ;  Oxford  and  Cambridge 

graduates  should  not  be  admitted  to  practice,  unless  admitted  by  the  board,  1893 - 

The  board  should  be  constituted  of  deputations  of  the  College  of  Physicans  and  College 
of  Surgeons,  1894 - Witness  is  not  aware  of  any  distinction  being  made  between  fel¬ 

lows  who  have  graduated  at  Irish  or  English  Universities,  as  to  being  appointed  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  different  medical  boards  connected  with  the  college,  1901 - Physicans  in 

this  country  generally  more  respected  in  society  than  in  other  countries,  1902.

— Licentiate  of  the  College  of  Phy¬ 
sicians  in  London,  3510 - Professor  of  natural  philosophy  and  chemistry  at  the  Ander- 

sonian  institution  at  Glasgow,  3512 - Opinion  relative  to  the  grievances  under  which 

licentiates  labour,  3517,  3518 - College  of  Physicians  does  not  possess  any  direct 

influence  over  the  elections  for  situations  in  hospitals  or  other  medical  appointments,  but 

by  the  co-operation  of  the  fellows  of  the  college,  3520 - Bye-law,  giving  exclusive 

preference  to  graduates  of  the  two  English  Universities  for  admission  into  the  college,  is

The  council  do  not  act  from  interested  motives  in  framing  regulations  for  the  recognition 
of  hospitals,  Guthrie  5345-5351 - The  council  are  not  guilty  of  the  charge  of  parti¬ 
ality  with  regard  to  the  recognition  of  schools  or  hospitals.  Cooper  5464-5466 - - 

Regulations  made  by  the  court  of  examiners  in  1826  for  the  recognition  of  schools  and 
hospitals,  which  were  at  that  time  objectionable,  have  since  been  rectified,  Lawrence  6101
